Soviets’ proposals for discussions is good 
news for Christmas. There can be no fur- 
thér doubt that the President has put the 
Kremlin on the diplomatic and political 
defensive. _ 
Soviet agreement to join in negotia- 
tions with the United States on the pro- 
posal for peaceful, world-wide develop- 
ment of atomic energy is the most im- 
pottant move in international affairs in 
many months. It proves that the West, 
through this proposal atid througli other 
developments of recent weeks, has seized 
the initiative in a peace offensive of its 
own. 3 - 

:The Kremlin rulers had to take into 
account several factors before taking this 
first cautious step, which may or may not 
meéan they are ready to join such a plan. 

In the first place, President Eisen- 
hower has served notice that the plan will 
be put into effect with or without Rus- 
sian participation. An _ international 
atomic energy agency without the Soviet 
Union would be a constant reminder to 
_the world that the Western nations, not 
thé Communists, were their friends and 
benefactors. 


‘The Kremlin would like,.of course, to 


force the West to accept its terms. for the. 
prohibition of atomic weapons in war- 
fare. It may still bluster about.its un- 
acceptable plan on*that score. However, 
the. brilliance of the Eisenhower plan is 
that it avoids the old “irritations and mu- 
tual suspicions” in providing a new ap- 
preach to eventual control. of all atomic 
energy, including weapons of war. 

“Russia has been losing face on the dip- 
lornatic front all over the world. The 
passing of Stalin and the internal troubles 
that have forced his successors to consider’ 
thé needs of the Russian people ‘have

“The Eisenhower proposal for a‘back-. 
_door approach to the problem of control 

of gtomic power is one that Russia could 
aceept. It could lead to an end—or at 
least a lessening—of the threat of atomic

The Russian response offers hope once 
more that, pushed by her: own troubles 
and adverse opinion: in every: country -out- 
side the Iron Curtain, the Soviet Union 
may be ready to make-some realistic set- 
tlements to ease world tension.

agonizing reappraisal” of its foreign poli- 
cies Was an expression of this frustration. 
Unfortunately, any reappraisal must still 
include France. 
**“S6meday the French may realize that 
their present system is paralyzing any 
hope for themselves and weakening their 
international power. Only when they stop 
cutting off the collective French nose to 
spite individual political faces can France 
regain her old place of respect in the 
world.

Crime Repeaters 

Will Stay in Jail 

Among the lightly noted accomplishments of 
the General Assembly was a bill which should a 
relieve the police departments of Géorgia of a lot | 


of unnecessary work. It was a measure introduced by Rep. Muggsy 
Smith of Fulton County. It provides that in the case of fourth of- 


fenders among felons the culprits 
tences. 

As originally drawn the bill 
would have made life termers of 
fourth repeaters. There were ob- 
jections to the wisdom.of this, so 
the severity was softened some- 
what. The police and the public 
should gladly settle for mandatory 
maximum sentences, for they 
should keep our most accomplished 
public enemies behind the bars for 
much longer periods than for- 
merly. 


Prior to the passage of this 
measure, fourth offenders, like 
everybody else, were eligible for 
parole on completion of one third 
of their minimum sentences. One 
to five years sounds like a lot, but 
too often the prisoner's case was 
favorably reviewed at the end of a 
few months, and he was free to 
prey on society once more. p 

The theory of parole is above re- 
proach. Execution varies from ex- 
cellent to rotten in the 48 states, 
but even the best boards some- 
times give more weight to an aged 
mother’s tears than junior’s well- 
known tendencies to covet his 
neighbor’s goods. 

Among the results of too short 
sentences is a list of 32 men posted 
at the Atlanta Police Department. 
All are convicted safe crackers. 
All were at large last month, but 
five have been picked up since the 
list was posted. Two of the safe 
punchers are out on parole, Three 
are escapees from the state’s pris- 
on camps. Ten are out under bond. 
Some are waiting trial. Others 
have been found guilty in the su- 
perior courts and have appealed. 
The group has another thing in 
common in addition to its profes- 
sion. They know they're not going 
to be free much longer, so each

The parole 
system recognizes this. Nothing, 
not even the fear of punishment, 
deters others. Representative 
Muggsy Smith's bill should keep 
them safe from temptation until 
they're too old to worry anybody 
but their families.

He is particularily happy to have the children home from 
school and Muv and our cousin, Sister, in the house for the holi- 
days. In fact, I thought his pleasure in the family’s presence 
was being taken a bit too far‘W?hen I heard the middle child in- 
terrupt one of those interminable 12-year-old's telephone conver- 
sations to say, ‘‘Will you say hello to Abel?”

Now I find I’m just an old Scrooge. I have a communication 
from ‘‘Pet Pals,’’ a nationwide, nonprofit ‘‘endeavor on behalf of 
America’s household pets.’

Some other gentleman cat that he met in the back yard by the 
light of the moon evidently challenged him to a duel over some 
fair female feline—and won it. And our dog, Abel, is just about as 
likely to become neurotic as is a pot of vegetable soup. The doo- 
dads that they sell in the expensive pet shops would outrage our 
dog’s dignity. He wants no cashmere sweater, preferring the coat 
that the good Lord gave him.

“We don’t want to trade Turley,’”’ frankly admitted Art 
Ehlers, the Baltimore general manager, not long ago. ‘“‘We need 
pitching ourselves. But if anyone wants Turley, let’s hear some 
of that four-for-one stuff. That’s the only way we're interested.” 

*The Yankees have more of that ‘‘four-for-one stuff’’ than any- 
one else. They can bait the big hook with Robinson and cast out 
extra lines with any number of prize rookies or second-stringers. 
The mere fact that-they now own big Robbie gives them a 
stronger edge in the bidding for Turley than anyone else. 

Yet even if they keep the 33-year-old veteran, they can 
make good use of him, especially since Johnny Mize retired 
and Don Bollweg went in the Byrd-Robinson deal. He hits left- 
handed and the right-field stands are easily within his range. 

The deal with the Athletics did leave the Yankees exposed at 
one vulnerable spot. One of the men they sold down the river was 
Vié Power, a Negro. This is one of those awkward, delicate things 
that can provoke rabble-rousing.

As far as the Athletics were concerned, Power was the sine 
qua non of the entire transaction. Without him it was no dice and 
no deal. So Weiss risked censure and criticism to complete one of 
the most profitable trades the Yankees ever have made. In 
player-poor Philadelphia the 24-year-old Power will have a far 
better, chance of making good thanein player-rich New York. 

ot only did Weiss maneuver the Athletics out of two 
reguiars for a package of irregulars and rookies, but he 
whisked away from the Mack brothers a young pitcher. By 
modern standards that’s supposed to be impossible. But Byrd 
won 15 games to become the Rookie of the Year in 1952. He 
tailed off considerably last season but was a work horse who

real big.

Matching wits will be Coach 
Paul Brown of the Cleveland 
Browns and quarterback Bobby 
Layne of the Detroit Lions. 

Brown, a demon for detail, 
calls the Cleveland plays from 
the sidelines, sending them in to 
his quarterback, Otto Graham, 
via a relay system of linemen. 
He sometimes calls an entire 
series of plays, sometimes only 
one play at a time. 

The burden of calling De- 
troit’s plays rests almost en- 
tirely with Layne, a six-year 
veteran who learned his foot- 
ball at the University of 
Texas. 

“Layne calls most of the 
plays,’’ says Lion Coach Buddy 
Parker. ‘“‘I have complete confi- 
dence in him. 

“Sometimes, I'll send in a 
play,’’ Parker added, ‘‘but never 
more than three or four a game. 
Our coaching staff may see some- 
thing which Layne doesn’t. 
‘‘When we're on defense, Layne 
and I talk over the plays on the 
sidelines. But he calls ‘em when 
he’s out there.”’ 


Detroit's system is more con- 
ventional but you can’t deny 


In eight seasons, the Browns 
have won eight straight divis- 
jonal titles. That includes four 
in the old All-America Confer: 
ence. 

In the last two years, though, 
Cleveland went all the way to 
the title game, where .it was 
upset. | 

Brown and Parker disagree on 
another point. Brown hopes the 
weather remains above freezing, 
for fear..the frozen turf might 
cause injury to his players. 

‘‘The cold doesn’t bother us at 

all,’ says Parker. “‘We're used 
to playing in. sub-freezing weath- 
er.”’ 
The temperature was in the 
20s last year when the Lions 
beat the Browns, 17-7, for the 
championship.

80 PCT. LESS 

“During last July, August and 
September,” he said, “we bought | 
about 80 per cent Jess goods than! 
during the same months last’ 
year.’ 

He predicted that Army pur- 
chases, now running at about 3% 
billion dollars a year, will drop to 
a 3 billion under current circum- 
stances and ‘“‘well below’ that if 
contemplated heavy cuts are made 
in military manpower. 

Johnson said with its presént 
force and mission the Army will 
spend about 10 per cent less in 
the current fiscal year, which 
ends June 30, than last year. In 
the next fiscal year, he added, 
“expenditures should go down an- 
other 10 per cent, at least,’’ even 
with a slight upswing in equipment 
orders next spring. 


BETTER CONTROL 


“These economies,”’ Johnson as- 
serted, ‘‘are being accomplished in 
a host of ways, but the largest 
single opportunity is through bet- 
ter control over the input into the 
supply system—better control of 
inventories, in other words.”’ 

He said net Army purchases dur- 
ing the last four months averaged 
less than 120 million dollars a 
month compared with 500 million 
in the last fiscal year. A billion 
87 million in fiscal] '51-52 and 927 
million in fiscal '50-51. 

Johnson said food purchases con- 
tinued ‘“‘in a normal sense’’ but 
that buying of almost everything 
else was almost shut off. There 
were exceptions in such fields as 
guided missiles, he added.

| Thirty years ago the govern- 


ments of 49 countries arrived at an 


Protocol of 1925 on the banning 
of the use of chemical and bac- 
teriological weapons, recognizing 
the criminality of the use of such 
weapons of mass destruction of 
human beings. This agreement 
among the governments was in its 
time signed by the Soviet Union, 
and yielded positive results. 
Everyone knows that during the 
‘first world war such weapons of 
mass homicide, as asphyxiating 
and poisonous gases as well as 
other types of chemical weapons 
were being used on a large scale 


|—weapons, the use of which, met 


with a determined condemnation 
on the part of the nations. 

If even at that time the threat 
emerged of the use of the harmful 
bacteriological weapon, armed at 
contaminating the peaceful popula- 
tion of towns by most dangerous 
diseases, the conscience of the 
overwhelming majority of people 
could not tolerate it. This created 
the necessity to reach an inter- 
national agreement in the form of 


‘the above-mentioned Geneva Proto- 


col which condemned and banned 
the use of chemical and bacterio- 
logical weapons for war purposes. 

If there had been no Geneva Pro- 
tocol, signed by 49 states although 
not ratified by all states, there 
would have been no restraining 
factor against the use of chemical 
and bacteriological weapons in the 
second world war. The fact that 
in the second world war not a 
single government decided to use 
chemical and bacteriological wea- 
pons shows that the aforemen- 
tioned agreements of the govern- 
ments aimed against chemical and 


bacteriological . 
positive importance. 
At the same time, one must not 
fail also to mention the effect that 
it was on the basis of this agree- 
ment that the countries belonging 
to the anti-Hitler coalition stated 
firmly that the attempts of the 
enemy to use chemical warfare 
would meet a devastating rebuff. 
The above quoted considerations 
also apply fully to the atomic and 


hydrogen weapons. 


SPECIAL TYPE OF WEAPON 


It is well known that the United 
Nations do ‘not list these weapons 
among the usual types of weapons, 
but regard them as a special type 
of weapon—a weapon of mass 
destruction. Thus, the fact that 
President Eisenhower, known as 
an outstanding military leader in 
the last world war, emphasized 
the destructive power of the atomic 
weapon, can be understood. It must 
be also borne in view that at the 
present time the importance of 
these weapons is increasing. 


It would be completely incompre- 

hensible if the states possessing 
atomic or hydrogen weapons failed 
to attach due importance to the 
question of a ban on atomic and 
hydrogen weapons, as well as on 
other types of weapons of mass 
destruction, or if they began to 
postpone until some indefinite fu- 
ture the reaching of an _ inter- 
national agreement on this subject. 
Such an attitude to this important 
and urgent problem would find no 
justification. the Soviet Union 
consistently struggles for the ban 
of the atomic weapon and at the 
same time for a considerable re- 
duction in all other types of arma- 
iments. 
This is consistent with the policy 
of the Soviet Union which aims 
at averting a new war and at con- 
solidating peace and cooperation 
among peoples. 

In his speech of 8th December, 
on the Atomic weapon, the U.S. 
President pointed out the great 
importance of the problem of eas- 
ing international tension and 
creating an atmosphere of mutual, 
peaceful trust. This corresponds 
also to the views of the Soviet 
governmnt which invariably 
strives towards co-operation in the 
relaxation of tension in interna- 
tional relations and towards secur- 
ing peace the world over.

The interests of the Soviet Union 
do not require the creation of mili- 
tary blocs and alliances directed 
against any group of states, and 
do not require the setting up of 
military bases on the territories 
of other countries. The Soviet 
Union considers incompatible with

any policy which would mean sup- 
port for diversionist-subversive 
acts in other countries or the fi- 
nancing of agent diversionists. 


The endeavor to improve the re- 
lations between countries should 
lead to the recognition of principles 
which cannot be in contradiction 
to the national interests of any one 
country, and at the same time 
fully correspond to the interests 
of strengthening peace and inter- 
national secruity. 


It is precisely for this reason 
that the Soviet Union considers of 
such importance not only the 
forthcoming conference in Berlin, 
but also the conference of the five 
powers with the participation of 
the Chinese People’s Republic, 
since, in the present conditions, 
only the concerted efforts of all 
the great powers, together with 
the efforts of other countries, can 
secure a reduction in tension in 
the whole international situation 
and a corresponding settlement of 
the urgent international problems. 


U. N. CHARTER 


This is also consistent with the 
U.N, charter, according to which 
special responsibility for the pres- 
ervation of peace and international 
security rests with the five powers: 
the U.S.A., Britain, France, the 
U.S.S.R. and China. At the same 
time, it is perfectly obvious that 
the great Chinese people should 
now be represented in U.N. by 
the Chinese People's Republic. 

In the desire to copoperate in 
raising the status and authority 
of U.N. in the cause of strengthen- 
ing universa) peace, special in- 
sistence must be made on the 
re-| rapprochement of the attitudes of| 
the five great powers on the ques- 
tion of ending the atomic arma- 
ments race as well as the race 
in all other armaments. 

Every step aimed at reach- 
ing an agreement between these 
powers, both as regards the elimi- 
nation of the threat of the use 
of atomic 
and the cessation of the arma-| 
ments race in general, would cer- | 
tainly be unanimously supported 
by all the United Nations.

WHAT IT MEANS 


It is necessary to consider what 
such a proposal means. Firstly, it’ 
means that out of the atomic 
material stockpiles now possessed.

small part. Hence it follows that 
the main part of the atomic ma- 
terials will, as before, be directed 
to the production of new atomic 
and hydrogen bombs, and that 
there remains the full possibility 
of a further accumulation of the 
ae weapon and the creation of 


new types of this weapon of even 
great destructive power. Conse- 
quently this proposal, in its pres- 
ent form, in no way ties the hands 
of the governments which have the 
opportunity to produce atomic and 
hydrogen weapons. 

Secondly, the proposal of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in no way limits 
the possibility of the use of the 
atomic weapon itself. 


The acceptance of this proposal 
in no way limits an aggressor as

on for any purpose or at any time. 
Consequently, this proposal in no 
way reduces the danger of atomic 
attack. 

In these conditions, one must con- 
clude that, in its present form, the 
proposal tabled by the U.S.A. does 
not stop the growing production of 
atomic weapons, neither does it 
limit the possibility of the use of

In order to appreciate the true 
significance of the mentioned pro- 
posal one cannot fail to take that 
into account.
